ON CIVIL DEFENCE 


(By Mrs, H. Lynch-Staunton) 


(ARTICLE NXIII) 

The booklet published by the fed- 
eral government ‘Personal Protec: 
tion Under Atomic Attack" gives 
some instructions to follow if a 
raid should take place’ without 
warning. The first sign would like- 
ly be a dazzling flash of light, and 
persons would have to act immedia- 
tely to save themselves, 

1, If caught in the open, lie down 
very quickly, face downwards, 

2, If in a building, lie down 
against an inner wall, or under a 
table or bed away from the win- 
dow, 

After an atomic bomb has been 
exploded it is likely that the civil- 
ian population will know at once 
whether the explosion has been in 
the air, on the ground, or in some 
cases under water, Therefore, they 
should take precautions against all 
three types until the authorities 
have announced the nature of the 
raid, 

1. Remain lying down for several 
minutes to lessen the danger of be- 
ing struck by flying debris. Then 
proceed to shelter, 

2. If within several hours you feel 
faint and vomit, have this reported 
to the first aid post, as you may 
have been harmed by radio-activity. 

3. If you are advised that the 
burst has been under water or on 
the ground, stay indoors to escape 
the falling radio-active dust and 
mist; and if you have been expos- 
ed, wash carefully and don cloth- 
ing that has been under cover dur- 
ing the raid. 

4. Do not touch any food or drink 
that may have been exposed to ra- 
dio-active dust or moisture,

In an article in the November 24th issue of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post entitled “How close is war with 
Russia?’’, the author, Demaree Bess, refers to a book 
published in 1930 by the Arkansas poet, John Gould 
Fletcher entitled ‘The Two Frontiers’. Fletcher forecast 
amazingly the war situation today, and more than 20 
years before the event anticipated Mr. St. Laurent’s 
warning in the following words: “If Russia succeeds in| 
consolidating its gains in the Far East while America 
no less succeeds in its policy of economic penetration 
into Europe .. another world conflict is almost certain 
to take place before the close of the twentieth century. 
If such a conflict as we have envisaged should take 
place, what would be the result?... Such a state of af- 
fairs might well lead the world rapidly back into a state 
of sheer anarchy, and undo in a few years the finest 
efforts of 5,000 years of civilization. The break-up of the 
Roman Empire or the recent chaos in China offers but 
a feeble picture of what such a world would be like oe, 
Under these circumstances the duty of every intelligent 
Russian and every intelligent American of today be- 
comes clear. We must save America and Russia from 
themselves. That is our mission and purpose .. .Perhaps 
this task is altogether beyond our feeble and intermit- 
tent powers, yet it is the one remaining task left to 
humanity to accomplish in our age’. —- The Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce News Letter.

RAIN MAKING 


Seeding clouds with silver iodide 
or tiny crystals of dry ice to bring 
about rainfall is useless in areas 
; Where the air is too dry, This was 


the conclusion reached by Dr. Ross 
Gunn, of the United States weather 
bureau, after conducting tests near 
Globe, Arizona, 


The experiment was conducted in 
/an old concrete-lined copper mine 
| shaft, fitted up with pipes, steam 
valves and assorted electronic ‘in- 
struments. Half a dozen times o: 
more during the course of a day 
they would turn on the steam unti! 
a dense white cloud of water va. 
pour filled the 670-foot-deep shaft. 
Then a drop of water would be re- 
| leased at the top and its rate of fall 
and change of size measured as it 
tumbled through the cloud. For 
comparison, What happened to a 
droplet falling through dry air was 
also recorded, 


It was found that through the 
steam clouds the drops speed up to 
about 29 feet a second and grow in 
size. Falling through dry air the 
drops move slower and slower until 
they evaporate. 


Dr. Gunn's conclusion was that 
it is useless to seed clouds in area; 
where the air is too dry because the 
raindrops evaporate before reaching 
the earth. Because dust dries air 
drougth will always be more like 
ly in dust bowls.
